Pregnant women and women with infants are being referred 
to Brown County Public Health to be trained by their Child 
Passenger Safety Technician for training on the safe and 
proper use of car seats. We refer all our clients to them 
before giving out car seats. Clients bring verification of the 
training and show they know how to use a car seat properly 
before receiving car seats. Clients who do not need a car seat 
are also referred to Brown County Public Health for the 
training and given credit for the Earn While You Learn 
program
